An unfailing sym- 
pathy with the young, a_ lively and 
thoughtful interest in events, earnest 
faithfulness toward her church and 
tireless domestic industry preserved 
her faculties to the last in youthful_ 
vigor and the rare grace which had 
always distinguished her.
